in the seme way. Asa to the eccurity of our ri-hte and interest, which 
heretofore have teen isfrinced, wo heve no other means than to heve the 
South Manchurian Reilwoy Comarny end such others take up tho matter as & 
practical wrotiem of cormurrc “ad transactions with the Chinese side, Morc- 
over, I feel thats with the screus of time, these autonomic orsens would 
eroduelly develop epni as «a ak ber of courae would ail unite by aimmlzemation 
or by tho eloction cf a controlior, or other mich means. (Of course, if we 
can bring nbout our deaired state of affeirs throuch noevotiation with the 
Chineso side, it would be far better.) 


2, Hovorer, to form an indcocndent stete in Menchurir. at this timo 
would inmediately reise a question an hoine contrery to Section 1, Articlo 1 
of the Yoshin-ton Nine Power Pect end would most cert tainly causa a ¢reat 
dispute emon- Am-rican end other sicnatory powors of the said Pact. (Tho 
Contrel Militery also sssents to this point.) And, althouch the emercence 
of Dnmeror HSUMHY JUNG is not imnodiateiy connected with the foundine of an 
inéenendent country, other powers might interpros the matter es thoueh we 
are plennins to create rn tindereadeat Strte oF Manchuric. (Even if we 
make it in the form of a voivntery oscape of the Dmoeror, the other Powors 
are not lilel:, to believe this, end it is oxtremrly difficult to keep 
inciéents of this kine in eecrecy.) In any ense, the ebduction of the 
Emperor at thia time would hrine us into the nost unfavorable situation 
in face of the Scasion of the Porrd of Directors on 1€ Yovember, and 
world opinion will peain »%o incensed, and our scheme to cerry out cradcually 
our actuel constuction work in that locelity leter with the nacification 
world opinion would he croatly hencicenped,

(1) As the unity between CXIAUC tue-Ttang and CHIANG Kai-shek was very 
strong recently, the oh meas of CHLAYS cue Liene's downfall became next to 
irmoseible. The vresent Mercheria Recicne’. Government exceot Mr. Hei-Chih 
would consvire with tho ela vernient in CeTorence to it, so there was 
adsolutely =o prosvect of any rasural devolonomeant cof events exnected by 
our government. 


(2) In order to vretond tit Jepan hae nothing to do with the ehduction 
f the Emeror, it would he needed to lend him ashore at Yin-“ow, dut if time 
wes wasted, this vort would be froezon.

Thorcfore, when PU-YI 
today unexpectedly onters into the picturo of the establishmont of the now 
regime and oven if it is ostensibly performed accordine to the wishes of 
the Manchurian and Monzolien poople, there would be foar of erousin;: world 
suspicion, upon the intention of the Imperial Army, inflicting injury upon 
the fair attitude of our Empire which we have hitherto upheld and of 
invitine extromely unfavorablo conditions in our policies toward the Powors. 
Especially, to commit such hasty ections when wo havo just becun to sce 
signe of favorable results to our efforts to improvo the atmosphere of the 
Leacue of Nations is by no means a wise policy, Therefore, for thr time 
boing, wo would like to have you lead the goneral public in such a way 
60 as not to havo PU-YI connected in eny way, whether it be active or 
passive, with politicel problems, Neturally, in establishing a new royimo, 
if our Empire takes the wrone attitude we must oxpect cither an intervention 
by the United States based unon the Nino~-Power Treaty or a council of the 
world Powers. Thereforc, on the proper measuros to take, we are conducting 
our deliborations in all seriousness and in connection with tho authoritios 
of the “orcign Ministry. It is essential that our Mmpire lead world 
situations so that we cen at least and at any time conduct a legal arzument 
aceinst the Powers. I would like to have you keop this point in mind, 
Furthermore, althou,h the Fanign Ministry is considerine the futuro PU-YI's 
leadership through the wish of the vrople in the unified regime of tho 
northoastern four provinces, when wo cefinitoly decide to place him at 
tho head of the u ified regime, it will be neccssarv to maintain a close

Tho object of DOL#-Ri's urrival in Tiontsin. in which he ombodied the 
intentions of the Kweniung army, vos in the Speedy enticomsat of the former 
@npeoror Heuang Teng which was to serve as a premises for the esteblishment of 
the independent state <f Manchukuo, end thereby to undermine and crush tho 
influence of Chang Heuch Liang, 


For this matter he repelled ell intervention énd remonstrance; and at 
times, snowingly that it wes egcinst the notione® policy, he would resort to 
all sorte of plots undor the secret support of influential politiciens with 
determination thet it ves unavoidable for him to take free activitios from the 
Stendpoint of the Kventung Amy. And without regard to meens, he finally caused 
&@ riot to occur on the 8th, but when he saw thet it oncod in e failure due to 
miscarriege of the plan, he took the Opportunity of the riot throughout the 
city and carried out resolutely the Emperor's passage to Manchuria, His 
desperate actions are beyond our imaginations, A secret investigetion of his 
plotted schemes revealed thet he first attempted to contact the An-Fu faction 
on his arrival in Tientsin, but because they did not comply, he finelly cen~- 
tected and persuaded CHsNG-PI, who had connections with the Peace dreservation 
Corps of this city, end LI CHI CHUN, who is deeply connected to the Tsin-pang 
secret sociscty and rogues in the city, and Ma TIN} FU, who is in confidence 
» €mong the mon of LIU-SUE-CHUNG, to bribe the Face Freservation Corps; and buy 
off the "plain clothes" crgénization end the troops of LIU-SUE-CHUNG. Ho sup~ 
plied them with 50-000 tasls as werking funds, end using two or three men of 
the garrison troops, let them secretiy provide LI with armaments sent by the 
Kyentung Army. There are unmistakable proofs that he hed them participate in all 
of the riots plotted, 


In regerd to the aforementioned plots, the consulete also heve heard of it, 
in same degree, end moreover, upon receipt of the informetion that CHaNG-PI was 
bribed by SUZ-MING, we warned the military cn the 7th that if by any chance the 
erry was iinplicated in such plots, it would be most advisable to sever relations 
immediately. Despite our warnings, the erry tetally denied their implicetion, 
but the actual fact wes thot they have elready decided to carry out the riot at 
10:00 P.M. of the 8th. They soem to be in a predicament they could not emerge, 
On the other hand, the Fublic Safety Bureau, receiving the information from the 
CHaNG faction, kept strict surveillance on the 8th, and the Peace Freservation 
Corps did not rally as anticipeted. Therefore, despite the activities of the 
Flain Clothes organization, the riot ended in a complete failure,
